streets of Dublin, and a very brave 
show of the golden fruit is displayed on the 
trays of the vendors. 
here is no more delicious or wholesome 
fruit than the orange, and we are fortunate 
that such a good supply has come to our 
shores at this season. Oranges cOme now 
from many lands, and orange groves are to 
be met in our Colonies as well as in pee sunny 
land of Spain and the sacred plains of the 
Holy Land. 

The fine specimens from Jaffa and the 
popular Valencia still hold their favourite 
position, while the smaller specimens find 
many purchasers, 

There are several ways of enjoying an 
orange; it can be divided when peeled into 
the natural division of the fruit, and each 
“‘quarter’’ makes a delicious mouthful ; it 
can be sliced and cut in juicy rings, covered 
with sugar, and, with a spoonful of port or 
sherry wine, turned into a fragrant salad. 
Again, it can have an aperture scooped and 
the juice extracted with a spoon, and, lastly, 
most excellent fritters are obtained when 
thick pieces dipped in batter are crisply fried 
and served hot with a sprinkling of castor 
sugar, thus forming an agreeable second 
course at dinner.

HOME-MADE POLISHES,

Ingredients.—One ounce beeswax, ha’/ 
ounce white war, half pint turpentine, 
one gill water, half ounce Castile soap. 

Method,—Shred the waz and the soap, 
place in a jar, cover with the turpentine 
and place in a pan of hot water, Put 
pan in a gentle heat, and allow to heat 
till all is dissolved, stirring occasionally. 

Place the shredded soap in another jar 
and cover with water, and allow to dis- 
solve in the same way as the wax. Miz 
the two liquids together, beat well, 
into a bottle, label, and cork tightly. tly. 
Allow to stand aside for two or three 
weeks before using. Shake well before 
use. 


LIQUID FURNITURE POLISH. 

Ingredients.—Half pint linseed oil, half 
pint turpentine, one gill vinegar, one gill 
methylated spirits. 

dix all in a bottle, 


METAL POLISH. 
Ingredients.—2d, tin. Globe Polish, one 
gill paraffin, one gill ammonia, one gill 
turpentine, 
Shake all well together till polish is dis- 
solved. Use in two or three days. 


TO CLEAN SILVER. 


Wash in warm soapy water, rinse in 
boiling water, and dry thoroughly. 

Apply a paste of prectpifated whiting, 
with a few dro _ of methglated sprite, 
with a soft rub Allow to dry. 

Polish with ‘a leather and brush.

INSURANCE LAWS IN 
FREE STATE. 


OPENING OF GOVERNMENT 
INQUIRY, 


SIR JOSEPH GLYNN’S 
EVIDENCE. 


The first sitting of the Committee appointed 
by the Government to inquire into the present 
state of the law relating to the business 
carried on by industrial insurance companies 
and collecting societies, and to report whether 
any amendment of the law is desirable, was 
held on Saturday at 12 South Frederick street, 


Dublin. 

Mr. T. 8. McCann, Chairman, presided, and 
the following mem bers of the Committee wee 
present :-—Messrs. om, -O Conneil Miley, D. 
()’Connor, Seumas Byrne, C. &. Howell, T. 
Barrington, and k, Duggan, Secretary. 

Si» Joseph Glynn, Chairman of the National 
Health Commissioners, said that any State 
scheme of industrial insurance should be com- 
pulsory. It would be possible for a State 
scheme to be adopted for burial purposes. A 
voluntary scheme would be useless. The con- 
tribution should be at a flat rate. In principle 
there was no objection to a mortality benefit 
being included as an ordinary benefit under 
the National Health Insurance Act, 

There should be a separate {lat rate con- 
tribution for men and women, The extension 
of the benefit to orphans up to the age of 
sixteen could be provided for by a heavier 
rmaternity benefit, the difference between such 
avier maternity benefit being set aside for 

the benefit of such child up to the age of 

Sixteen, 

\ scheme such as he outlined would require 
a flat rate calculated from the age of sixteen 
to seventy, but should be the same for men 
and women. This only contemplated a burial 
_ benefit. Endowment could not be contemplated 
ii any compulsory State scheme. On the 
question of policy there were considerable 
difficulties in the way of a State scheme. 
There were three possible alternatives— 
Il) a State scheme; (2) administration by ap- 
proved societies; and (5) administration by 
one comprehensive society for the Free State. 

fo adopt a State scheme would, in Sir 
Joseph's opinion, necessitate the conversion of 
the present National Health Insurance scheme 
mto a State scheme. To do otherwise would 
lead to friction, as the contribution for the 
“tate burial scheme would be collected by the 
approved societies and handed over to the 
State for distribution. Administration by the 
approved societies would be difficult, as re- 
arrangements could not be made without re- 
ducing the number of approved societies to 
about 25 per cent. of their present number. 

THIRD ALTERNATIVE. 

The third alternative was the outside 
equivalent to a State scheme, and would mean 
the setting up of one large society which 
would include national health and industrial 
assurance, and possibly old age pensions. <A 
scheme for national health on these lines had 
been adopted in the Isle of Man. The objec- 
.tions to any such scheme were serions, It 
would mean the abolition of all work con- 
nected with the provision of burial benefit 
carried ‘out by various societies. 

With regard to migrants, reciprocal arrange- 
ments could be made with Great Britain. 
this connection they had considerable ‘diffi- 
culty with regard to sailors. Until they made 
reciprocal arrangements, an Irish sailor work. 
Ing on a foreign-going vessel was a Lascar. 
(Laughter.) 

Considering all the difficulties, however. it 
was doubtful if such a scheme was advisable 
in view of the many financial commitments of 
the Free State. 

‘Sir Joseph. strongly urged stricter super- 
vision and contro] of the existing companies 
and societies, and said that a Government 
department shpuld be entrusted With the in- 
Spection and audit of their accotnts. This 
was necessary in view of the number of frauds 
that had been carried on in connection with 
such bodies. The andit which took place 
under the Nati@mal Health Insurance system 
was of a very ehpustiv nature, and it was 
most difficult fer any fraud to be committed 
without being ciscovered.in the course of the 


audit , 
, GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 

It was suggested that the valuction of al] 
such companies and societies should be subject 
to Government examination. This would enable 
iraudulent valuations to be rejected, and at 
the same time allow a reasonable variation in 


cloch of valuation to the various companies, 
ere. 


hie 


Sir Joseph said that he would not object to 
legislation laying down certain broad lines 
that would have to be followed. As régards 
new companies, the existing law required 
strengthening, and it was advisable that ont- 
side companies should be registered in the 
Free State. 

In reply to Mr. Miley, the witness said he 
was aware that Irish Societies were prohibited 
from operating. in England, but that English 
Societies, on the other hand, seemed to be 
among the best and most solvent working 
in the Free State. He pointed out that the 
Irish death rate was higher than the English 
rate, and consequently the itability on an 
Irish life was greater than on an English life. 
That being so, an Irish company could not 
compete on equal terms with an English 
company. 

The Chairman—I take it that the scattered 
nature of our population is a factor, and that 
it takes an English company more to collect 
in Ireland than in England. 

The real difficulty was contro], he informed 
the Chairman, and if a reasonable system of 
control were devised, it would be best to let 
the present system continue, 

VIEWS OF MR, DICKIE, K.C. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., was the next witness. He 
stated that for many years his practice had 
been largely odiatened with insurance law. 
He believed that all industrial assurance in 
the Free State should be limited to societies 
aud companies registered in the country. 
Registration, of course, meant the formation 
of a separate company or Society here. That 
was necessary for the protection of policy- 
holders in the event of the winding-up of an 
English company. An ascertained proportion 
of the assurance fund of the company would 
have to be transferred to the Free State, to 
cover liabilities on the Irish policies. 

The Chairman asked if the witness had 
considered the possibility of allowing the ex- 
isting English companies to carry on business 
here, with the imposition of reasonable and 
efficient control upon their operations. 

The witness said that his original sugges- 
tion was that they. should lodge a definite 
proportion of the funds here, but, if not, they 
should lodge something more than the 
€20,000 required already, An English 
Friendly Society could not be registered in 
the Free State, but a company could under 
existing legislation, Reciprocal legislation 
Was necessary, 

He thought that some provision should be 
made through the Health Insurance Act for 
helping widows and orphans. This could not 
be done by the State, unless postmen collected 
the premiums. 

_ Each Society and company should be sub- 
ject to the supervision of a Government 
auditor. 

The Committee adjourned.

and the other in the South trying to break 
away from it. The men who signed the 
Treaty dealt a more deadly blow to the 
aspirations of the Irish people than Carson 
or Craig ever did. Instead -of bringing peace 
to Ireland, they had sown the seeds of a 
most terrible civil war. 

If Article 12 of the Treaty came into opera- 
tion the first result would be to take out of 
the Northern territory the greater portion of 
the population that believed in the unity of 
Ireland, and to leave instead a helpless 
minority in Belfast at the mercy of ‘the new 
Cromwelians which the Treaty had ‘‘ planted”’ 
in Ireland. Under the Treaty they could 
not end partition, and therefore under the 
Treaty they could secure no freedom. ‘‘ If 
von want peace.” continued Mr. M‘Entee, 
“you must tell England that the Treaty does 
not satisfy you. Tell England that the 
bond must be torn up. You have got your 
chance now.” 

Continuing, Mr. M‘Entee said that he be- 
lieved that the advent of a Labour Govern- 
ment in England meant the beginning of 
great things. By voting for the Republican 
candidate they would do more to settle the 
question of partition and to bring peace and 
prosperity to the country than if they voted 
one hundred times for those who stood for 
the Treaty and brought misery and civil war 
upon the country.

The Boundary. 


‘The Irish Boundary Conference at 
Downing street sat for four hours last 
Friday, met 'again on Saturday, and at 
the end of its second sitting announced 
that it had agreed “to hold the next 
meeting within one month from: this 
date.”’. Sensible Irishmen will welcome the 
news with deep feelings of relief; for_a 
postponement is sintinitely better thanva@ 
bteak-down. There is no‘room in polities— 
least of: all, in the: present state of Irish 
politics—for trials of strength between 
immovable bodies and irresistible forces. 
If the Boundary problem is to be solved 
at all, it must be solved by conference. 
The verdict of the Boundary Com- 
mission, even if the Government of 
Northern Ireland should consent to be 
an unwilling partner to it, would mark 
the beginning of a strife that would 
throttle peace and progress alike in 
A victory for 
either Government would be equally fatal 
to the victor and to the vanquished. Any 
large acquisition of Northern territory by 
the Free State that was resented by even 
a minority: of the inhabitants of “that 
territory would plunge the whole conduct 
of Southern affairs in dire confusion. 
Schemes of development and reform would 
be shunted in favour of military precau- 
tions. The Free State's revenue would 
dwindle; another Free State:Loan would 
becom» impossible; the worst passions 
would be aroused, and our Government's 
enemies within its own borders would fling 
themselves joyfully into the -mélée.. We 
say that at this timé any “right,” even if 
it were confirmed by twenty international 
treaties, woúld be vindicated too dearly 
at this dreadful cost. 

If Northern Ireland also could be 
persuaded to suberdinate “rights” to 
practical considerations, she might realise 
that the uncompromising policy of “‘ What 
we have we hold,” while if may be hexoic, 
is not very intelligent.. 1f the two States 
fail to come to terms, the Boundary 
Commission: will be. appointed. In all 
probability its decision will be resented 
by one of them and, perhaps, by. both. 
By opposing that decision the Northern 
Government would quarrel with the 
British Government, which has inherited 
the Anglo-Irish Treaty. A Labour Govern- 
ment might have small regard for Northern 


pleasure in a variety of material ways. 
This is, however, an almost negligible con- 
sifleration ‘as compared “with the difect 
results of? a new and fierce ‘conflict 
between North and ‘South. ° Dating’ the 
last. two years the Norihern State has 
restored peace within its borders, has 
passed excellent laws, from which it 
expects much, and seems to be on the 
eve of a fruitiul revival. in its main indus- 
tries. For the fulfilment of these and 
other hopes it needs quiet and stability, 
It ‘will. have neither ‘of these: things 
if the yerdict of a Boundary Commission 
rekindles the. flames of: political and sec- 
tarian strife along the whole border. With 
the renewal of that strife will vanish also 


i “of ‘negotiators, and “ that 
these ‘committess shall’ meet constantly 
throughout the coming month in Dublin 
or Belfast. The two Governments must 
begin with an agreement that the 
fatal arbitrament of the Boundary Com- 
mission shall be avoided at any honour- 
able cost. . They must continue with a 


on both sides. Presently they may reach 
a stage at which both will be ready to 
state, however cautiously, their terms of 
' settlement; and when they reach that 
stage they will have accomplished the most 
difficult part of their task.. The basis of 
settlement must be a gradual, but certain, 
development of co-operation between both 
States in the Jarger problems of Irish 
government. They might begin with the 
‘railway problem, which is urgent and 
whereon they could establish immediately 
a hundred points of contact. The process 
of co-operation could be extended steadily 
to other matters, and good-will cpuld be 
cultivated by many mutual amenities 
until, when at last the actual boundary 
question was approached, it might” be 
found, , like Christian’s lions, to have 
vanished in thin air. Here is the first 
great test of Irish statesmanship, and it 
will decide everything. -A people that 
cannot put national patriotism before pro- 
vincial politics has no right to survive, 


Woodrow Wilson. 


Dr. Woodrow Wilson, whose death we 
regret to announce to-day, was one of 
those unfortunate people of whom it can 
be said that “the name dies before the 
man.” Five years ago he was 4 legendary 
figure not only throughout Europe and the 
United States; but in all the farthest 
corners of the earth. While human 
passions were at their height he captured 
the imagination of. mankind by the 
serenity of those wonderful pronounce- 
ments from Washington which set a great 
tide running in the hearts of men. Europe 
was in the throes of a devastating ‘war. 
Millions of young men were fighting, they 
knew not why, when suddenly Woodrow 
Wilson interpreted for them.their vague 
ideals, putting into eloquent words the 
half-thoughts that had been struggling 
for expression in their minds throughout 
their years of anguished trial. When he 
‘came to Europe nations fell at his feet. 
He was incomparably the most influential 
‘man in the world in those days. Then 
‘almost in a mometit of time he fell from his 
lofty estate. The man whose name was 
reverenced in every humble home from 
Westport to Vladivostock was rejected of 
his own people; his health broke, and 
now he is dead, History will determine 
the extent to which the remarkable 
personality of Woodrow Wilson has in- 
fluenced its course. But for him, no 
doubt, the Paris Conference would have 
made a “diplomatists* peace,” in which 
the traditional] policy of Vae victis would 
have come into its own again. Possibly it 
would have been a more satisfactory 
settlement of the territorial and other 


_problems which the war bequeathed to 


Europe than:.the Treaty of Versailles. 
Everything probably~would have been cut 


would have heen very little better than the 
first.. Now, although the greatest optimist 
is dismayed at the condition of Europe, 
men and women have learned to think in 
other terms than those of army corps and 
Dreadnoughts, and the League of Nations, 
with all its feebleness and imperfections, 
does represent an effort to place interna- 
tional relations on a new. footing. The 


Woodrow Wilson’s contribution to the new 
order of things. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is 
a more or less unknown factor, but his 


correspondence with M. .Poincaré, which 


'we publish to-day, shows that at least he 


is anxious to restore good relations with 
France. If he can succeed in this aim, the 
way will be clear for the development of 
the League, and for the ultimate admission 
to full membership of Germany and 
Russia, without whom, of course, 1t never 
can attain its rightful. moral authority.

THEN ' Wacdrow Wilson rose to speak 
W in the famous Clo¢k Room: at the 
Quai D'Úrsay, I experienced that 
strange feeling of mental exaltation which ac- 


| companies “moments of exceptional nervous 


excitement. This was the man: whose name 
I had heard. blessed by starving women in the 
streets of Berlin on Árasistiés Das ; this was 
.the man. whose portrait was hung beside that 
of the King in a British prison camp in Ger- 
many, whose Notes had given new hope and 
new pride in their sluggish manhood to 
thousands of men whom long years of intern- 
ment had dulled and made sour. It was the 
opening of the great Peace Conference. States- 
men from the ends of the earth had gathered 
tegether in that room to remould a Continent, 
and the President of the United States was 
the man to whom millions looked to nold the 
scales of justice between conqueror and van- 
quished. | i 

It was an| impressive moment in the life of 
everybody who was privileged to be present. 
As Wilson began to speak a hush fell on the 
room, and I remember well the look of undis- 
guised admiration on the face of little Clemen- 
ceau, who was gazing up into his cold, un- 
worldly eyes. Writing then in the Jrish 
T'wnes, I said that ‘‘ it was the speech of a 
lifetime ; perhaps of an age,” and the shocks 
and disillusionments of five weary years have 
not changed that opinion, President Wilson 
was appealing for the League of Nations, th» 
great instrument of healing that would case 
that ‘strain of the heart which comes 
where the eyes of Governments cannot reach.” 

Even the Americans, many of whom were 
inclined to regard their President as ‘* a bit 
of a crank,’’ seemed to become less aggressive 
in their general demeanour as they listened 
to that great message of hope, and there was 
a break in the voice of Mr. Lloyd George 
when he stood up to follow the President with 
a speech of fiery eloquence, 

I had occasion afterwards to meet Presi- 
dent, Wilson privately. _ It was in the Hotel 
Crillon, where he was living in great sim- 
plicity, but completely shut off from the horde 
of ‘journalists and others who wished to inter- 
view him. T.happened to be in the company 
of the late Mr. P. J. Tuohy,who was persona 
grata everywhere, and through his good offices 
was introduced to the President. All my 
impressions of his character were enhanced. 

He was very yuiet and gentle in his mien— 
nothing of the American bluster which was 
typical of so many of the men. by whom he was 
surrounded ; nothing that, jarred, nothing pre- 
tentious. One felt in talking to President 
Wilson that one was in the présence of a man 
who, like Aristides, was too good. Afterwards 
one discoyered that all his virtue could not 
prevail against the wiles of the elder states- 
men who were ranged against him at Paris, 
and that his very lack of. duplicity was to 
prove his undoing. 

There was no compromise about Woodrow 
Wilson. ‘ But it’s wrong,’ he cried, in re- 
ferring to some suggested solution of a con- 
temporary problem; and that, so far as he 
was concerned, was all about if. This moral 
inelasticiay led him to offend against all the 
Jaws of international behaviour when he ap- 
Regled to the Italian people over the heads of 
Jrlando and Sonnino,.who refused to abandon 
their claims under the London Pact. It made 
him seem .unsympathetic ‘to the. dozens of 
sinaller men who were playing every ole his 
own hand, and could not, understand the mind 
of a man whose nation was the world. 

If.he had been subtler, if he could have 
hushed his scruples; in a word, if he had been 
anybody else but Woodrow Wilson, he couid 
have maintained his hold upon the conduct of 
affairs. But for him there was only one road, 
and that was a read that had no turn either 
to the right or to the left. He followed -it 
bravely .to the very end; and there he was 
left alone, a political Ishmael, a physical 
wreck, deserted and despised by the very 
men who fawned on him when his voice gave 
orders to the conscience of mankind. 

Only two other men at Paris: impressed me 
as. being on the same moral level as President 
Wilson... One was General Smuts, the other 
Lord. Robert. Cecil. But neither of them 
seemed to have that serenity of mind which 
was his most, atriking characteristic. People 
will tell you that it was pedantry; that 
Wilson was a professor who treated -humanity 
as school children’ and tried to soive the 
problems’ of cénturies by the rule of three. 
Perhaps they afe right.. Perhaps, after all, he 
was merely a doctrinaire philosopher who 
tried to make himself the ‘moral’ dictator of 
the universe. Whether he “was or not, one 
thing is certain. We shall not see his like 
again in our time,

States ever would: come to the rescue of 
civilisation, but the President knew his 
eople better than we did, and not until 
hp -senliond that he could speak for a 
united people did he declare war against 
the Central Powers. Towards the close of 
1918: he came to Europe to take part in 
the Peace Conference, and had most 
enthusiastic’ receptions whenever he ap- 
red. in the streets. During his stay in 
aris he put forward those ideals which 
have beep the cause of so much trouble 
to the people of every nation except his 
own, and showed clearly that his idealism 
was greatly ahead .of public sentiment. 
The ex-President came of Irish stock ; for 
his grandfather, who had been a_printe-, 
went to America from County Down early 
in the last century. 


France and Britain. 


The next step after the publication of 
the letters exchanged between the Prime 
Minister and: M. Poincaré will be to 
arrange a meeting in order that the two 
Premiers may exchange views personally. 
This meeting, however, depends largely 
upon the attitude of M. Poincaré towards 
the Ruhr question. At present he has 
given no indication that he has modified 
his ideas on this matter, and, unless he 
does so, the meeting is unlikely to take 
place for some time. In the meanwhile 
it is the opinion in the diplomatic world 
that the exchange of letters has done much 
to secure a return of the better under- 
standing between France and this country. 


Soviet Rassia. 


Mr. Macdonald, no matter what may be 
the outcome of the recognition of the 
Soviet Government, will be able to say 
that he did it, off his own bat. It is no 
secret that the great permanent officials 
at the. Foreign Office were strongly 
opposed to the step, and carefully pointed 
out the dangers that might be incurred. 
The Prime Minister listened to all that 
was said, and admitted the truth of the 
arguments advanced, but said that he was 
convinced that there would be no return 
to stable conditions in Eastern Europe 
while we refused to recognise the Soviet 
Government. Consequently, he framed the 
Note to Russia himself, with the aid of 
Mr. Ponsonby, and it was despatched 'with- 
out loss of time. The Note is unquestion- 
ably most skilfully worded, while no ex- 
ception can be taken to its courteous tone. 
Whether it will have all the effect its 
author hopes for depends mainly apou the 
developments in Russia. It is feared in 
many quarters that the country is on. the 
verge of another cataclysm of horror. 


Russia's Debts. 


The Note was the subject of much dis- 
cussion among business men yesterday, 
and, while comment generally was very 
guarded, stress was laid on the point that 
nearly everything will depend upon how 
far the Soviet will go in its recognition of 
its obligations to British creditors. It is 
unlikely that this will be known for some 
time to come—possibly not until after the 
proposed conference has been held in 
London with the idea of asking the 
Russian representatives to put forward 
some suggestions for meeting existing 
debts, the restoration of property, and 
other cognate problems. This conference 
will meet. in about three weeks’ time. If 
is understood that the United States and 
France are not likely to be influenced by 
the haste of Mr, Macdonald in recognising 
the Soviet; but, if Russia deals honestly 
with this country, 
consider their position. 


Life Peerages. 


The Government, it seems, is faced with 
difficulties in connection with the Peerages 
which‘it desires to create for office-holders 
in the House of Lords. It has been tha 
intention of Mr. Macdonald to recommend 
the creation. of several life Peerages. 
Constitutional authorities, however, de- 
clare that. such a course is impossible. In 
bygone: days Queen Victoria was advised 
to create Sir James Parke a life Peer, 
with the title of Lord Wensleydale, to 
strengthen the judicial element in the 
Honse of Lords. The Lords, however, 
decided that he was not entitled to sit and 
vote in Parliament, with the result that 
he received a new patent as an hereditary 
Peer. In 1876:three Lords of Appeal were 
appointed: by statute te be life Barons 
and to sit and vote in the House of Lords 
as long as they held office. It seems, 
therefore, that life Peerages can be con- 
ferred only on Law Lords, and not on 
members of the Government merely repre- 
senting departments. 


Housing. 


It is stated. that the Government's 
housing scheme aims at the erection of 
two hundred thousand houses a year, of 
which one hundred and fifty thousand are 
to be in England and Wales and fifty 
thousand in Scotland. Proposals of this 
character have a familiar sound. . They 
were first brought forward when Dr. 
Addison was Minister of Health, and since 
then many plans have been prepared which 
never proceeded beyond the paper stage. 
Mr. Wheatley has been one of the most 
active critics of the failure to provide 
houses, but apparently he is falling back 
upon much the same plans as were being 
proceeded with when he took over the 
Ministry, and is finding that the : real 
difieulty lies in the shortage. of skilled 
labour, without which building cannot he 
carried on. It remains to be seen whether 
the trade unions chiefly concerned will 
prove more amenable to a scheme. of 
dilution with a proportion of unskilled 
men than they have previously been. 
With a sufficient number of. bricklayers 
and plasterers the houses may be obtainel, 
but without them Mr. Wheatley will be 
no more successful] than his predecessors. 


Broadcasting “‘ Big Ben.” 


The broadcasting of the chimes of Bic 
Ben is expected to be commenced by the 
end of this month.’ Permission has heen 
granted bv the new First Commissioner 
of Works for the installation of the neces- 
sary apparatus, consisting of a microphone 
suitably mounted to receive the sounds with- 
out breaking under the strain of the vibra- 
tion.in the tower of the clock. By means of 
a special underground line now being laid 
the sounds will be conducted to the London 
broadcast station, from which the time w ill 
be given simultaneously from all stations 
in the service. It will thus be possible for 
those who possess simple sets, who live 
within thirty. miles or so from a brord- 
cast station, to take their time from the 
most trastworthy clock in the world, while 
in the Free State an ordinary valve set 
should be sufficient to receive the signals 
: — ng aaa station in. pend. 
) en” sting commences tn Irelan 
.the question of Tn seca distribution 
from: London throuch the Irish station 
will have to be considered. At present all 
the» stations in England, Scotland: and 
Wales are frequently employed in simul- 
taneous broadcast from London, and there 
would appéar to he no technical difficulty 
in adding an Irish station to the system.

Dr. Woodrow Wilson, 
el the United States of America, wiio 
brought his country into the great Euro- 
pean War on the side of the Allies, died 
yesterday in Washington. 

His death removes one of the greatest 
idealists of modern times. He has been a 
broken man ever since he failed in his en- 
deayour to get his 14 points carried into 
effect, and the United States rejected his 
plea to join the League of Nations. 

He was taken ill last Monday, but it was 
not until last Friday that it became known 
that his condition was serious, When 
ly. Wilson's personal medical attendant 
was called back from a hunting trip he 
found his patient attending to corre- 
spondence. He immediately ordered him 
to bed. . 

From the first Dr. Wilson had no hope 
oi “recovering from the illness, which, it 
was thought, was caused by “some indis- 
creet. choice of food.’’ 

“ You have done the best you could, but 
! am a broken machine,” he told the 
doctor on Friday, adding» “But I am 
ready,” 

lle lingered for 48 hours after this, 
dying at 11.15 yesterday, after having 
been unconscious Íor twelve hours.

EX-PRESLDENT’S DOCTOR 
IN TEARS.

Dr. Wilson died in the famous Lincoln 
bed from the White House.

Crowds watched the house throughout the 
nicht, 

The Press’ says the ex-President was a 
martyr to peace ideals and the League of 
Nations. He never recovered from the col- 
lapse suffered while seeking 
America to the League. 

Admiral Grayson, his physician, says it is 
a miracle he had lived so long. 

Through the night Mr. Wilson was kept 
alive with stimulants and oxygen. 

Diplomats and officials besieged the Wilson 
house for pews of the ex-Presidént’s condi- 
fion. 

The funeral arrangements await the decision 
of the widow. It is proposed that, if she 
consents, that the burial should be in the 
military cemetery at Arlington.

CONTROVERSY AT LAUSANNE. 


MONTREAUX (By Mail). 

A conflict has broken out between a section 
of the community at Lausanne and the clergy 
of the National Church regarding a r- 
formance of “The Damnation of Faust,” 
which it is proposed to give shortly in the 
Cathedral of that city.. The Cathedral is 
frequently. used for public musical recitals, 
and on the present occasion it is proposed to 
give two concerts of the Berlioz master- 
piece; but the clergy have pronounced against 
its suitability for presentation in a house of 
prayer, not on account of music, but owing 
to the libretto, which in certain parts, they 
say, “is not in harmony with the character 
of the edifice to which the public is invited,” 

The question has given rise to a discussion 
in the Press. Some of the critics, while 
admitting that certain fragments of the text 
in a musical work of such powerful and 
elevated inspiration as “ The Damnation of 
Faust’ may shock some of the more orthodox, 
they, nevertheless, recall that other pieces 
have been given at the Cathedral. One of 
the critics writes:—‘‘The Damnation of 
Faust’ is a work that God himself has judged 
well, because He has permitted it to astonish 
the. performers and all those who possess a 
soul, by transporting them to the skies, after 
ninety years.’

HIGH PRICES IN BERLIN. 


HOW THE MONEY GOES,

Whilst foreign sources are subscribing huge 
sums to feed starving children, one amuse- 
ment palace in Berlin did a turnover of more 
than four hundred thousand: gold marks last 
night, The establishment is a sport palace, 
where six-day races are in progress before 
15,000 spectators. This enormous total, paid 
out in one night for amusement and revelry, 
is a good barometer of the way Germans are 
spen ing money to-day. ‘They have lost all 
sense of values. Twelve speculators, -selling 
tickets for the six-day races, asked 400 marks 


for a couple of seats normally costing 8 to 25 


marks. They had made severa] sales at 
this figure when they were arrested. Prices 
at Berlin theatres and music halls are on a 
similar scale, For ‘‘ Frasquita,” the new 
Lehar opera, prices range from 12 to 36 
gold marks. Wine restaurants are asking and 
etting as high as 80 gold marks for choice 
hine. wines, and are selling quantities at 
these prices.

That large supplies of arms and munitions 
are still being concealed in most unusual 
hiding places, of which the Inter-Allied 
Military Mission has no knowledge, appears to 
be proved from a letter written by an officer 
of Hitler’s organisation to a friend, which is 
published by Vorwaerts. 

The letter, which is dated November 26, 
deals with the Hitler-Ludendorff outbreak in 
Munich, and relates how the writer, with a 
band of rebels, received sealed orders to 
proceed. to the Capuchin Monastery in Munich, 
where the Prior led him through the vaults 
and catacombs to a wall, which, when broken 
through, disclosed a secret cellar, containing 
8,570 modern rifles, which were distributed 
among the rebels. The sealed orders, declares 
the writer, were signed by Herr von Kahr, 
the Bavarian dictator. , 

The writer says that later he received orders 
ta go to the Dresdner Bank in Munich, where 
he obtained from the underground safes no 
less than 35,200 boxes of ammunition. All the 
underground vaults in the bank were gigantic 
military storerooms.—(Reuter.)

STUDY. IN CONTRASTS. 


The Times observes, in a leading article :— 
One of ‘the three dominating figures of the 
world’s greatest Peace Conference passed 
away vesterday—a forlorn invalid, politically 
negligible, just five. years after the moment of 
his greatest triumph. The dizzihess of the 
height to which he rose and the compléteness 
of his collapse, the enthusiasm of his followers 
and the scorn of his opponents, the popularity 
and esteem of millions which were. his -in 
1918-1919, the oblivion that shrouded the last 
years of his life, make it as yet impossible to 
estimate his true place im histéry. 

All greatness depends to a certain extent 


upon opportunity. - To Wilsom’s fame accident |: 


probably contributed a greater share than in 
the case of most of this Worlil'y heroes. 
After four and a half years of bloodshed, 
anarchy and hatred, there was an almost uni- 
versal desire for better things, for a political 
settlement in -which . moral . considerations 
should be uppermost, in which the weak 
should no longer be at the mercy of the 
strong, in which the down-trodden should be 
made to feel that thev, too, were entitled to 
enjoy the advantages of -liberty and self- 
expression. 

-Parenthetically, it» may be noted, as a 
singular coincidence, that another man rosé 
to notoriety by the ruthless exploitation of 
some of these same sentiments, and died with- 
in the same week as the. ex-President. It 
seems hardly just, indeed, to mention the 
names of Lenin and Wilson in close conjunc- 
tion; yet 'few will deny that a certain fana- 
tical idealism animated some of the followers 
of the Russian revolutionary, though «they 
entered little into the mind of their leader. 

Be that as it may, the vast majority of 
those who looked for the establishment of a 
better. order after: the war turned to the 
President of. the United States. Washington 
at all times provides the politica] stage with 
the best sounding board, and at the close of 
hostilities. America’s position was unique. 

The sinking civilisation of Europe clutched 
at the aphorisms of President Wilson as 
drowning mén to a piank, adds The Times. 
When he came to Europe in De- 
cember, 1918, the first ruling President 
ever to leave his country, he was received 
wherever he went in England, France, and 
Italy with tremendous popular enthusiasm, 
and more than Royal honours. There was 
hardly a town among the peoples of Europe 
living.south and east of Germany that did 
not name a street or a public building after 
this spokesman of their highest aspirations. 
When the Conference met in Paris he was 
elected its Chairman, .and at first enjoyed 
the pre-eminence which his position, as head 
of a State. gained for him. 

He was responsible for getting the Covenant 
of the League incorporated in the Peace 
Treaties;' But, having achieved this success, 
he made the tactical error of leaving Paris 
for a short visit, to Washington. He failed 
to restore his position there, and he lost his 
position in Paris. Thenceforward he was 
merely one negotiator among many, and an 
untrained man among professionals. 


THE IRISH CONFERENCE. 
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RESULTS INCONCLUSIVE. 


The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes :—The. Irish Boundary Conference was 
resumed on Saturday morning, at the Colonial 
Office, under the presidency of the Colonia] 
Secrotary, Mr. J. H. Thomas. At the close, 
it was officially announced that it had been 
agreed to hold the next meeting within one 
month from that date. It does not appear, 
however, that much progress, has been made 
as a result of the conference. There is no 
reason to believe that the Ulster representa- 
tives have in any way. swerved from . their 
opposition to a proposal to appoint a Boundary 
Commissioner. : 

It, is underetood that, the time oí the Coníer- 
ence was .occupied, for the. most part, in 
attempting tó discover an alternative to a 
Boundary Commission, which might stand any 
chance of being acceptable to all parties. It 
was eventually agreed that the representa- 
tives of Ulster and of the Irish Free State 
should report to their respective Governments 
the position of affairs, and that a further 
meeting of the Conference should be held 
within a month. 

While so far there is no indication that the 
resumed Conference is likely to produce any 
more «definite ‘result, there is a good deal of 
satisfaction at the atmosphere which has been 
créated by the first meeting. In order that 
the: discussion. should be as frank and ae full 
as possible, no officials were_present, and no 
notes of the proceedings were taken.

A CONSTITUTIONAL POINT. 


In the course of a letter to The Times upon 
the subject of the Irish boundaries andy the 
origin of the. Conference, Mr. J. R. i%eher, 
of the Temple, London, states:—If we are to 
judge by statements current in political 
ms i there would seem to be some confusion 
regarding the status of Northern Ireland and 
the functions of the Conference now carried 
on in Downing street. It is constantly 
assumed that the Constitution and the com- 
position of. the Northern State are in some 
way at issue. 

The status, the Constitution, and the con- 
tent c' Northern. Ireland were defined by the 
Government of Ireland Act, 1920. In that 
Act. the territories, rural and urban, consti- 
tuting the new State are set forth county by 
county, and borough by borough, and the 
Act, so far as concerns Northern Ireland, re- 
mains of full power and effect, subject to such 
modifications as were introduced by the Irish 
Free State (Constitution Act), 1922, and the 
Irish Free State (Consequential Provisions) 
Act, 1922. 

In the latter Act, which deals in detail with 
the necessary provisions involved in the giv- 
ing of effect to the Articles of Agreement of 
December 6, 1921, the Act of 1920 is referred 
to throughout as “the principal Act.” Yet 
this principal Act, which governs the whole 
controversy, is systematically ignored in some 
quarters. Even ‘your well-informed and im- 
partial Dublin Correspondent, in his article 
of Friday last, never mentions its existence, 
and Mr. Cosgrave in his speech on November 
2 waives aside, with a Mussolini gesture, both 
Treaty and. law, and declares, ‘according to 
your respondent, that, ‘‘whatever happens 
the Free- State Parliament will be the final 
arbiter of the whole question.’’ There were 
once constitutional lawyers in Dublin, who 
could have kept their Prime Minister posted. 
The su ion that the Southern Assembly, 
which (like its senior neighbour in the North)

publics by Great Britain :~ 

Having regard of the communication con- 
cerning the full de jure recognition of the 


Union of Soviet Socialist Republie by Great 
Britain, and the establishment of full normal 


diplomatic relations between the two States, 
the Second Congress of the Soviets of the 
Unio of Soviet Socialist Republic notes with 
satisfaction. that this historic step was one of 
the first acts of the first Government of Great 
Britain chosen by the working-class. 

The Workers and Peasants Government of 
the U.5.S.R., which originated in the great 
revolution, made the struggle for peace its 
foremost objective, and has throughout its 
cxistence pétsistently striven for the 
establishment of normal relations with 
peoples. 

Unfortunately, no previous British Govern- 
ment went to meet the Government of the 
U.S.S.R. On the contrary, as late as Inst 
May, the U.S.S.R. was placed by British 
diplomacy before the fact of an ultimatum,

BERLIN, Sunday. 

Governmental circles declare that they are 
agreeably impressed with the Allied experts’ 
acquaintance with the German situation and 
with the unbiassed business-like ways of the 
investigation which exclude 
tendencies. 

A certain optimism prevails in respect of 
France’s attitude, as, according to persistent, 
though unconfirmed, rumours, M. Poincare, if 
the experts should advise such a policy, might 
acquiesce in a restriction of the occupation to 
the neutralisation of a certain zone along the 
Rhine in the military respect. However, it is 
understood that sa 4 a result would only be 
obtainable through the most importans 
economic concessions. 

In this connection, some concern is shown 
regarding Belgian plans, which, it is said, play 
a great role in the Dawes Committee, where 
the French are supporting them. These pro- 
posals envisage the mortgaging of railways 
and the establishment of numerous State 
monopolies—tobacco, alcohol, salt, sugar, etc. 
—for reparations. 

A realisation of these plans, it Is poten 
out, could completely overthrow the German 
Budget, which is based chiefly on revenues 
from indirect taxes, such as tobacco, alcohol, 
and sugar duties, and, further, would require 
enormous sums for the expropriation of the 
respective industries. 

(he German memorandum for the experts, 
which will be published later, emphasises the 
pernicious consequences of the Ruhr occupa- 
tion, and says that 3,000,000 unemployed and 
1 500.000 short timers (a fifth of Germany s 
working population) are supported by doles. 
Skilled workers, it is pointed out, earned at 
the end of 1923 18 gold marks weekly, as 
acainst 35 before the war. It declares that 
the Rentenmark can only be regarded as an 
emergency institution, which cannot be kept 
stable for any length of time, and, therefore, 
must be replaced as soon as possible by a 
normal gold currency. This is only possible 
with financial aid and the complete restora- 
tion of Germany's economic unity. . 

However, the memorandum continues, the 
railways, if the Rhine and Ruhr lines are 
included, represent a solid enterprise, which, 
although not at once, could with certainty 
be expected to yield a yearly increasing profit

SUPERB SARCOPHAGUS. 


ENTHUSIASM AT LUXOR. 
VALLEY OF THE KINGS, 
i Sunday. 

This hae been another eventful day in the 
annals of the Kings. Exactly a month ago 
we had the first glimpse of the sarcophagus of 
King Tut-Ankh-Amen which the shrines in the 
eepulchral hall enclosed. To-day we have 
heen able to see the stone casket in its en- 
tirety, standing free from all the surrounding 
structure. It was on January ó that Mr. 
Howard Carter made the investigation of the 
creat shrine, which the removal of the roof 
sections had at length rendered possible, and 
definitely established that within stood the 
sarcophagus of the King, as far as then could 
be seen, intact and untouched. 

The dsmantling of the four shrines that en- 
closed this wonderful stone coffin had etill to 
be effected, and no time was lost in taking this 
in hand. But so difficult was it to manipulate 
these huge sections in the small space avail- 
able. and so many unforeseen structural ob- 
stacles were encountered,.that it was not until 
this morning that the fourth shrine, directly 
enclosing, and, as it turned out, exactly 
fitting, the sarcophagus, was finally removed. 
It may be mentioned, as indicating the diffi- 
culty of the work, that it is three months 
since the handling of the outer shrine was first

SAFE FOR DEMOCRACY, 


The German Ambassador at Washington 
received his papers, and on April 6 the United 
States declared war. 

“We are now about,” said the President, 
“to accept the gage of battle with this 
natural foe to liberty, and shall, if necessary, 
spend the whole force of the nation to check 
and nullify its pretensions and its power. We 
are qed, now that we see facts with no veil 
of false pretence about them, to fight thus for 
the ultimate peace of the world, for the libera- 
tion of its peoples—the German people in- 
cluded—the rights of natjons, great and smalf, 
and the privilege of men everywhere to choose 
their way of life and obedience 

“The world must be made safe for demo- 
cracy. Its peace must be "yey upon 
trusted foundations of political liberty.”’ 

Before this, however, the President had 
secured the passage of the two great pre- 
paredness bills, which presented a joint 
naval and military programme of a stag- 
gering character for a nation with the 
traditions of America. 

From the moment that war was declared 
the President threw himself into the struggle 
with characteristic energy. Men, munitions, 
ships, and food were despatched to the Allies 
with amazing rapidity. An Army of 
9,600,000 men was organised, and by October, 
1918, over 2,000,000 had left America for 
Europe.

The sight which met our eyes this morning, 
however, more than repaid us for the weary 
weeks of waiting and the laborious exertions 
which we have gone through. 

The beauty of the sarcophagus far exceeds 
our expectations. It is in every respect a 
casket fit to contain the mortal remains of. a 
king. Of yellow crystalline sandstone, 
curiously rose-tinted, it is in perfect preser- 
vation, and of even more superb workmanship 
than the view through the shrine doors had 
ed us to anticipate. It is far superior to that 
of King Aye, Tut-Ankh-Amen’s immediate 
successor, and in the opinion of the experts it 
1s probably the finest specimen of its kind 
that the world possesses. 

The lid, which is a slab of stone, inset and 
rebated into the top of the casket, is “ naos” 
(shrine shaped); has at its head partly incised, 
and partly in relief, a superb winged solar 
disc and bande of inscriptions running down 
the centre and sides. The casket,. itself, has 
a entablature, consisting of a fine ‘‘ cavette” 
cornice, beautiful ‘‘torus” moulding, and an 
elegant frieze band of inscriptions. 

But the outstanding feature of.the decora- 
tion, and the one that catches hold of the eye 
immediately one sees the sarcophagus, is a 
get of figures of the four protective goddesses, 
each at one of the four corners—Isis and 
Nephthys at the head (west end) and Selk 
and Neith at the foot (east end), each with 
its distinctive headdress. Carved in high 


relief, all four are so placed that they are 


looking towards the head of the sarcophagus 
with arms outstretched and wings full spread. 
At either end the arms are almost touching 
and the wings crossed, while at the sides the 
wings, with arms super-imposed, touch with 
their tips. These ‘figures are most exquisitely 
graceful, and their beauty is accentuated by 
the tinting of the eves and the jewellery which 
they are depicted as wearing. 

I his impression of a protecting arm, origi- 
nally created by the one goddess that could be 
seen across the end of the sarcophagus, which 
was just visible when the doors of the shrine 
were opened a month ago, is now heightened 
by the picture of these goddesses encircling 
the sarcophagus with what is nothing less 
than a protective embrace. Their pose is so 
realistic that it conveys, not only the idea of 
rupport, but almost that of a living barrier 
against intrusion. It is quite the most 
touchingly beautiful picture that could be 
imagined, and it was difficult to tear oneself 
away to examine the rest of this remarkable 
sculptural masterpiece. 

_On the western end of the north and south 

sides of the sarcophagus are “usat,” or 
sacred eves, placed there for protective pur- 
poses. “These are an unusual modification of 
the eye-panel always put on sarcophagi to 
enable the deceased to look out to the 
Amenthes—that is to say, to the west, where 
Osiris, the Lord of the Dead, dwelt. Round 
the base of the sarcophagus run in relief a 
series of Thet and Dad signs, which are 
symbols of strength and protection. 

Standing as now one does in the centre of 
the sepulchral hall, with an entirely free 
space around, this wonderful mass of stone, 
which measures eight feet by four feet by six 
feet, makes an ineffaceable impression. ith 
the lid of the fourth shrine suspended above 
it has all the appearance of lying in state 
under a gold canopy. The simplicity, the 

high artistic nature of the design and decora- 
tion, are very striking, and, as the creation of 
an artist sculptar, it is without equal among 
the relics of ancient Egypt. 

To the archeologist it makes a peculiar 
appeal by reason of the fact that not only is 
it. something never seen before in modern 
times, but also it presente a spectacle quite 
unprecedented in Egyptology, and likely to 
add considerably to our knowledge of the 
style and manner in which a Pharaoh of 
ancient Egypt was actually laid to rest. 

From the very start an atmosphere of 
adventure has surrounded the work at 
Tut-Ankh-Amen'’s tomb. This touch of 
adventure bids fair to continue to the end, for 
‘there is nothing definite to guide -one in 
regard to what will be found whee the lid of 
the sarcophagus is lifted. The discovery of 
gold and silver sticks within the outer shrine 
and of the fans between the second and third 
shrines increases the possibility that within 
am may be found the remainder

He also visited Rome. Everywhere he re- 
ceived homage, and was hailed as the world’s 
leader. | 

On returning to the United States President 
Wilson embarked on a campaign in support 
ut he had over- 
physical and political 
strength. During his absence his political 
foes had not been idle. They said that the 
supreme power of the Presidency in war-time 
had converted him into a despot; that he was

that he let himself led by Lloyd George 
and Clemenceau, and that he would Jead the 
United States into entangling alliances 
through the League of Nations, 

His enemies at home proved strong enough 
to persuade his countrymen to desert him in 
his great crusade, and to revoke the authority 
they had given him. 


A BROKEN MAN. 


His health .gave way and he retired from 
public lite, a broken man. 

His re-appearances were few. On last 
Armistice Day he addressed the American 
people directly for the first time since he left 
the White House Speaking from his balcony, 


‘he declared that America’s attitude after the 


world war-.was “deeply ignoble, cowardly 
and dishonourable,’’ oe a added that France 
and Italy had made waste paper of the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

Dr. Wilson was twice married—in 1885 to 
Miss Ellen Louise Axson, of Sayannah, who 
died in August, 1914, and in December, 1915, 
to Mrs. Norman Galt. He leaves three 
daughters.

PREMIERS’ LETTERS.

The letters which passed recently between 


were issued for publication last night. Writing 
from the Foreign Office on January 26th; Mr. 
Macdonald said :— ' 

** My Dear PREMIER,— | 

“ Our two countries have gone through 
such trying times side by side, and have made 
such sacrifices together for a common cause, 
that on coming into office I address you a 
personal note not only to inform you of the 
change, but to send you my greetings and 
good wishes, ' gá, 

“I grieve to find so many unsettled points 
causing us trouble and concern, and | assure 
you it will be my daily endeavour to help to 
settle them to our mutual benefit. You have 
your public opinion, and I have mine; you 
have your national interests to conserve and 
rotect, and I have mine. Sometimes at first 
hey may be in conflict, but, | am sure, by 
the strenuous action of good-will these con- 
flicts can be settled, and policies devised, in 
the pursuit of which France and Great 
Britain can remain in hearty co-operation. 

“ We can be frank without being hostile, 
and defend our countries’ interests without 
being at enmity. Thus the Entente will be 
singh more than a nominal thing, and France 
and Great Britain can advance together to 
establish peace and security in Europe. 
“Pray accept these assurances and my 
sentiments of personal respect, and believe me 
to be your obedient servant, 

(Signed) ‘* J. Ramsay Macponatrp.”’ 
M. Poincaré’s reply was as follows :— 
“My Dear PRIMP MINISTEeR,— 

“I am much touched by the kind 
letter which you have been good enough to 
write to me to inform me yourself that you 
have entered on your high functions and to 
send me your personal good wishes. Í hope 
with all my heart that your efforts for the 
welfare of your country will-be crowned with 
success. The bonds which unite it to my own 
have been knit ‘together, as you recall, in 
times of common trial and sacrifice. You 
may be sure that the memory of these times 
is ever present to my mind, as it is to yours. 
“- I also deeply regret that several questions 
of importance to our two countries have not 
yet been settled. Like yot, I will do my 
utmost to solve them by friendly agreement 
and to our mutual advantage. If we have to 
take into account public opinion in. our re- 
spective countries, if we have both to safe- 
guard our national interests, I am confident 
that in applying, each in his own sphere, the 
vigorous action and the good-will of which you 
speak to the settlement of problems arising 
between us, we shall solve them in such a 
manner as to maintain between Great Britain 
and France the policy of co-operation essential 
to our two countries and to the tranquillity of 
the world. 

“My own frankness shall be no less than 
yours, and if in the defence of French in- 
terests I. show the same fervour as you in the 
defence of British interests, you may be sure 
that nothing will ever change the cordiality 
of my deep-rooted feelings, 

“It js impossible that, animated as we both 
are by such sentiments, we should fail to 
make the Fntente effective, and fruitful of the 
results which it can and ought to bear in 
order that Europe as a whole should find once 
more peace, security, and freedom to work. 
“I beg you, my dear. Prime Minister; to 
accept the assurance of my high consideration 
and my cordial good wishes. 
(Signed) “BR. Porncare.”’

Mr. Macdonald, in -comneetion with his 
letter to M. Poincaré, is intent on something 
mote than a mere interchange of friendly 
greetings and pious aspirations, 

He will probably follow up this careful 
opening with some cautious, but nevertheless 
concrete, proposal for dealing with some of 
those serious differences he refers to. This 
may take the form of a personal meeting 
between Mr. Macdonald and M. Poincaré. 

Mr. Macdonald, however, will proceed with 
discretion and wayiness, and at this early 
stage talk of a conference, in which Germany, 
Russia and the United States would also be 
invited to participate, is decided!y premature. 
Meanwhile, the better feeling over the 
Palatinate problem is a hopeful sign. M. 
Poincaré has suggested to London that a new 
governing authority should be set up in the 
Palatinate consisting of Germans who belong 
neither to the Separatist party nor to the 
Nationalists. 

The appointment of Herr von Hoesch as 
Ambassador also marks a slight improvement 
in Franco-German relations, the former Ger- 
man Ambassador having been withdrawn a 
year ago as a protest against the occupation 
of the Ruhr.

A BETTER ATMOSPHERE. 


PARIS, Sunday. 

The text of the correspondence between M. 
Poincaré and Mr. Ramsey Macdonald has 
made a most favourable impression here. Un- 
doubtedly a better atmosphere has been 
created. A new chapter is, perhaps, opening 
in the relations of France and England. 
It will be observed that in some respects M. 
Poincaré’s letter is an echo, almost a para- 
phrase, of Mr. Macdonald’s letter. 
It is something real, and it may be useful 
to have on record M. Poincaré’s confidence 
in the possibility of arriving at solutions by 
the exercise of good-will. The chief import- 
ance of the letters is the effect which they 
will have on public opinion, and here there 
will undoubtedly be a new desire to escape 
from the unpleasant situation brought about 
by the French occiipation of the Ruhr against 
British, advice.

Attempts are now being 
constantly made abroad to arrange for the 
payment of invoices in currencies other than 
sterling, while demands for dollars and 
guilders to finance the movement of commodi- 
ties are becoming more frequent. There is, 
in fact, a disposition one, to worship the 
almighty dollar, now the only unit of ex- 
change commanding a premium in the world’s 
But that phase will 
u ase will pass if our financial 
leaders steadlly apply themselves to the task 
of restoring the gold standard and making the 
pound sterling once again the most stable unit 
of exchange. Our chief aim must be to re- 
establish the value of sterling in terms of 
dollars, a task rendered all the more difficult 
| sacrifice in undertaking to pay the 
nited States from 160 to 180 million dollars 
& year in interest on our war debt. London 
will remain supreme if the British Govern- 
ment and British bankers pursue a sound and 
sane policy in the matter of currency. Her 
technical experience is unmatched, her repu- 
tation for honesty and saféty unchallenged. 

As safe as the Bank of England ” is still 
@ phrase to conjure with throughout the 
world. Are we ever likely to hear “ As safe 
as the Federal Reserve Bank of the United 
States of America”? The expression, even if 
justified, which we doubt, is much too clumsy 
ever to become popular.
